THE ROUND TABLE 
BREAKDOWN. 


Those who had hoped, in the 
words of His Majesty the King, 
that joint endeavour would . pro- 
duce agreement in regard to the 
Indian problem on a plan which 
would commend itself to the judg- 
ment of wise statesmanship, will 
deeply deplore the fact that the 
attempts to recure an ‘ndjustment 
of viewpoint on the minorities 
question have failed. Aa at the 
original Round Table Conference, 
so at the resumed deliberations, 
there has been much concern over 
thls issue. Lalterly, it has held 
un the discussions, but efforts 
were made, in which Mr. Gandhi 
participated, ta smooth the way 
towards reconciliation by informal 
talks between the representatives 
of. the various sections of Indian 
thought. After an all-night sit- 
ting, however, ‘it was found im. 
possible to adjust the conflicting 
claims of the varioua communi- 
ties, with the result that the Con- 
ference delegaten are now no 
nearer agreement than they were 
before. . 

The dispute has ranged round 
the representation of the various 
communities,» particularly the 
minoritics, in the proposed 
Federal Legislature. In the pre- 
sent Conference, as well os that 
of last year, it has been ditclosed 
that there is a most deplorable 
lack of the spirit of give-nnd-take 
between tho rival elements. Mutual 
jealousies have made thelr . in- 
fluénce felt, and, despite all that’ 
has been. done to ‘overcome those 
and to get the parties into a-rca- 
gonable ‘frame of mind, it has not) 
been found possible to composé 
the differences, Again ayd again, 
both this year and Inst, Mr. Ram- 
say—MacDonuld-has--improsaed on 
the Indian delegates that this 
question of tho minoritics is casen- 
tintly one for adjustment between 
the Indians, and that, failing 
agreomont, there can be small 
hope for the success of self-gov- 


| Gnmieiit:Britati hos stood aside 
“and left the Indians to thresh out 


Britain, but with the Indians them. 
selves. ‘Io the outsider, it seems 
ns if they are In danger of losing 
the bone through grasping at the 
shadow. Incidentally, the failure 
to agree illustrates the folly that 
would be implied by anything like 
a withdrawal of British influence 
from India, since it is obvious 
that, if left to themacives, the 
various sections in'India would be 
in a state of constant warfare, 
Minorities In such an eventuality 
would find Hfe a bitter struggle 
indeed. There is, happily, no fear 
of such a contingency, but the 
breakdown in London should serve 
as a pointer to the dangers of the 
situation. Let ua hope, however, 
that even at this Inte hour some 
happy circumstanees may arise to 
dissipate the gloom engendered by 
the latest development. 


The Pound. 


The Hritish Embassy's  denin | 
was much Jess surprising than the 
French declaration that Britain 
was contemplating the stabilisation 
of the pound at approximately one 
hundred francs. People who jump 
to the conclusion that “there niust 
be something in the roport” should 
be warned against acting. upon 
that belief. The probabilities arc 
that Lord Reading, fn conversa- 
tion, mentioned that the Bank of 
England and the British Govern- 
ment. would employ every means to 
prevent the, pound from falling to 
n lower mark, and that this led to 
false: assumptions in French offi- 
cial quarters. It is quite certain 
that no attempt will be made in 
Britain to prevent the pound from 
nchieving complete recovery to 
parity if it-shows any-tendency that 
way. It is, on the other hand. 
probable that the new National 
Government, if and when it is re- 
turned to power, will take definite 
steps to promote that recovery 
with the object of restoring the 
gold standard at the first oppor- 
tunity. The suspension of the 
Gold Standard Act applics for six 
months only. The suspension 
may be removed at any time with- 
in six months, but no provision has 
been made’ for ‘perpetuating pre- 
sent controlled exchange  condi- 
tions. It has to be remembered 
that the uncertainty regarding 
Britain’s political dissensions con- 
tributed principally to Britain's 
failure to maintain the gold stan- 
dard. A new National.. Govern- 
ment, with the country behind it, 
should restore confidence abroad 
and. enable an carly restoration. 
Any attempt in tho menntime to 
“fix” exchange at a rate below 
parity would jeopardise Britain's 
position in this mutter. Honce it 
may be taken for granted that 
Lord Reading wns grossly mis- 
quoted. ‘Meanwhile, it is intercat-, 
ing to note that Britain is again 
strongly preasing for an “inter- 
national confarence to go into the 
wholu——economic—problem—war- 
debts, reparations, ‘the maldis- 
tribution of gold and the freezing- 
up of-crodits. One of the first 
duties of the new Government will 
bo to win over the hesftants and

Special remedica for carthquakes, 
ia n pleturesque description of: the 
utterly futile measures which have 
hitherte been appliod to the dis- 
organized world. Since the war 
‘gtatesmen have been engaged in ad- 
ministering political solutions to 
economic problems. Many of thoir 
initiatives have been good in them. 
selves, but they have fajled to take 
cognizance of essential facts.’ In- 
stend, for example, of realizing post- 
war financial! and industrial 
changes, and cndeavouring to frame 
in collaboration a'common and com- 
prehensive plan, cfforts have been 
dissipated In vain‘ in diplomatic in- 
trigues and verbal displays designed 
to hide rcalitics. 


It would scem that conaciousness 
of the veritable situation [s dawn- 
ing upon all nations, The entire 
social fabric is obviously endanger. 
ed. Britain’s crisis is not on 
{solated phenomenon. It {s to be 
found, more or less acutely, in 
every country. The root cause is 
the apparent unwillingness of 
politicians to think internationally. 
There has been a plethora of 
speeches, with internationalism for 
the theme, but cach country has 
puraued its way without ao real 
attempt to effect essential interna.

By ricochet, ‘England is hit by 
the German plight. The bankers’ 
committee, sitting at Basel to con- 
sider the finances of Germany, re- 
ports that to pay reparationa 
amounting to 10,000,000,000 marks, 
Germany borrowed abroad from 
other nations 18,000,000,000 marks, 
Certain countries may havo obtain. 
ed more from Germany than they 
gave, but, taking the creditors as 
a whole, they have spent nearly 
two marks to collect one. 


It is surely impossible in the face 
of these figures to believe in the 
virtues of debt collection. It would 
have been better at the beginning 
to make a_ sensible settlement, 
rather than. insist on payments 
which have cost so dearly. If Ger- 
many were indeed placed on its 
feet and now taking a normal part 
in the world, the production and 
distribution methods employed, 
though wasteful, might have been 
excused by the result. 


Exchange Machine Dislocated. 


In’ fact the machinery of  ex- 
changes, financin! and commercial, 
was dislocated without profit to 
Germany and with injury to its 
creditors, and to-day Germany and 
the world are struggling more des- 
perntely than ever to extricate 
themselves from the morass. 


With n money stringency that 
threatens banking institutions and 
the entire cnpitalist system, it fa 
estimated officially that there will 
be 7,000,000 workiess next winter in 
Germany, which means that two or 
three times that number of persons 
will be subjected to - restrictions 
similar to those of the war. .

European countries, in gencral ag-

Football Dispute.

Sir,—Several days have now pass- 
ed since the withdrawal of the 
Chinese terms from the Honxkong 
Football Assgclation without cither 
side making any step towards ao 
‘Yapprochment, The — Telegraph 
BLited” very clearly? ti thelr “fase ) 
of the 7th. the grounds on which 
the Chinese based their grievance. 
The Hongkong Football Association, 
however, maintain that they have 
to stand by the Association Rules 
at all cost, and therefore have to 
udopt the present attitude of walt- 
ing for the other side to make the 
first move, although no doubt some 
of thelr officlals are sympathetic if 
they donot entirely understand the 
Chinese point of view. 

‘ But I have te point ont that the 
Chinese Clubs do not think they 
have infringed Rule 12 of the Asso. 
ciation. They had played with the 
Malaynn Tenm before under exactly 
similar circumstances without any 
objection from the Hongkeng Foot- 
hall Association. In facet, if you 
read Rule 12, which suys “Clubs and 
players under the jurisdiction of 
this Associntion shall not play with 
or for any Club which {s siot  affi- 
linted to thia or some other re- 
cognised ‘Football Association, 
without the permission of the Coun- 
cil,” you will find that there is no 
ground for requiring permission 
for elther. the Hongkong Chinese 
v. Malaynn Chinese, or the Services 
vy. Malayan Chinese Matches, 

Now as regards playing with the 
Malayan Team, whose members are 
all members of Clubs affiliated to 
recognised Malayan Football Axso- 
clations, strict application of the 
rule requiries no specin! permission, 
Interpreting It jn thia way, you will 
understand why the South China 
Athletic Association did not apply 
for permission for their players to 
play, but only requested a postpone. 
pment of the League fixture. When 
they found that the Association did 
not agree with. them in their in- 
terpretation, they showed very 
goodwill indeed when they  im- 
mediately complied with what they 
considered to be an unreasonable re. 
quirement. 

As regards any suggestion that 
they were playing for the H.K. 
C.A.A.F. which is not, admitted, 
they also never thought that they 
needed permission. The thing had 
happened before without objection 
because the H.K.C.A.A.F. comes un. 
der "some other recognised Foot- 
ball Asvociation.” Nobody will dis- 
pute that the Chinese Notional 
A.A.F. comes under the tegm “re- 
‘cognised Football Association” not 
only fo China but throughout the 
Far East. Infact, if you. will

Dangerous driving on the bend 
-of-.the- rond which. leads. to the 
Repulse Bay beach from the tain 
rond wan alleged against Mr. A. 
Bacel, who- appeared before Mr. 
Schofield nt the Central Police 
Court this morning, the offence 
being stated to have occurred at 
5.30 p.m. on September 18. 

Inspector C. F, Alexander in- 
formed his Worship that it was 
aMeyed that Mrs. Skinner was 
driving her ear from the Repulse 
Bay Koad to the lower road. On 
th. bend is a white line. Int the 
Sar at.the time were Col Rob. 
Skinner and Lieut. H. Gough, 
The car was being driven on the 
extreme left hand side of the cond 
and the defendant's vehicle, 
coming up ata fast epeed, attempt: 
ed to take the bend completely on 
his wrong side of the rond. Both 
cnra had to stop and before Mrs. 
Skinner could proceed, the defen- 
dant had to back his car. 

The defendant admitted that he 
was on the wrong aside, but said 
that he waa not entirely on the 
right-hand side of the road. His 
car had been damaged whilst park- 
ed at Repulse Bay and had a ten- 
dency to skid to the right. As he 
was taking the: corner, the car 
skidded to the right, but when he 
saw the other car he awerved back 
to hia correct side and passed Mrs, 
Skinner's car, 

Defendant explained that he had 
stopped becnuse he saw there was a 
certain amount of excitement In the 
other car, which was being driven 
by a lady, and to apologise to her. 
Otherwise, he could have: passed 
the car on the left-hand side of the 
rornd. His car had the defact he 
had mentioned and tf his driving 
had been dangerous it waa because 
of the damage that had been done 
to the car. He had been driving 
for 17 years und had never had an 
accident, 


Dangerous to Drive. 

Inspector Alexander anid his 
witnesses could say that the defen- 
dant was travelling at 26 miles an 
hour and when ho stopped he had 
to back before proceeding. If the 
car had been defective, there was 
no necessity to drive at 26 miles 
an hour, 

The defendant, replied that he 
did not know the speed of his car, 
but it was not very great. 

His Worship said he thought the 
admissions indicated that in fuct 
the defendant's driving was dan- 
xerous, although, as he had said, 
it might have been due to the de- 
fects'in the car,” 

Inspector Alexander remarked 
that if the car had been defective, 
it should not have been driven, ‘1s 
it constituted a danger to the publi. 

His Worship anid that he agreed 
with the police that the car in that 
state should not have been driven 
on a dangerous corner. It should 
have been repaired first. 

A fine of $20 was imposed. 


Other Cases.

, | DEATH OF AUSTRALIAN

“The death is reported of Gen- 
eral Sir John Monash, who was 
Commander-In-Chief of the, Aus- 
tralian forces in France in 1918 
—Renter. Lowe 


[General Sir John Monash, 
G.G.ALG., K.C.B., V.D., was born 
in Melbourne on June 27, 1866. 


‘After a course of college and uni- 


versity education he set up in 
practice as an engineer in rail- 
way, road, bridye and = water- 
supply design ond construction. 
He specialised also in reinforced 
concrete construction of all kinds 
and introduced that. method into 
several parts of Auatealin, In 
1887 he beenme n Lieutenant in 
the Australian Citizen forces, 
Captain in 1892, Major in 1900, 
Lieutenant - Cotonel = in 1905, 

onel in 1912 and Brigadier- 
General in 1915. During the 
Cirent War he was promoted to 
Licutenant-General in 1918 and 
Genera] in 1930 in which year he 
retired. 


Sir John Monash was chief cen- 
sor for Australia at the outbrenk 
of the War, until his appointment 
ts brigade commander in the Aus- 
tralian Imperial Force, He served 
in the Gailipoll enmpaign — being 
Mentioned three times in despat- 
ches. Monash Valley at Anzac 
was named after him. He subse- 
quently served jn the Suez Canal 
Defence Zone and in France, com- 
manding as Major General the 
Third) Australian Division 
France from 1916 to 1918. Atte er 
the war he wns made Director 
General of the Department of Re- 
patelation and Demobilisation of 
the Australian Forces in Europe, 
Africa and Asia and in connexion 
with this service was mentioned in 
despatches eight times. He was 
the wearer of many foreign de- 
corations. * 


Within the last two years he 
had been prominent fn Australian 
politics, He has always been the 
hero’ of the ex-service men, Dur- 
ing the recent crisis, when the 
necd of a strong man was felt to 
pull Australia out of her troubles, 
hia name was mentioned as the 
one who could do it. In fact “Let 
Monash do it!" beeame almost a 
nattonal motto. ]

Asx most of you ladies and 
gentlemen remember, we were left 
with no alternative but to abandon 
the Flower how this spring. 
Your Committee only decided on 
this course at an emergency mect- 
ing held on Februnry 23rd., three 
days before the date fixed for the 
Show, in the hope that even a few 
days sunshine would revive — the 
flowera and plants, that had been 
affected by months of continuous 
fox and damp. 

We all hope however that we shall

flower show.
